M e m p h is, April 2 j —A special to the 
Appeal from Macon, Miss., says: Lost 
night, at 7:30 o’clock, a most furious cy­ 
clone struck the northern part of this 
place, resulting in a sad loss of life and 
wholesale destruction of property. 
The 
day hid been u s u a lly sultry. 
At the hour stated two terrible currents 
of air, one from the northeast and the 
other from the southwest, bearing clouds 
charged with electricity, were hurled to­ 
gether right at the fated locality. It was a 
war of storm?. Besides incessant lightning, 
balls of fire were seen wnirliug acro-s 
the clouds, vary tog in siza from a caesural 
lo that of a man’s head. Right in the cen* 
ter ot that part *ol the town around the 
railroad stailou the storms met aad the 
work of instruction commenced, and ia 
lees time than I eau tell it the place was ia 
ruins. 
The loss of life was fearful. Through 
beating ram, against the pitiless winds, our 
citizens rushed to the scene to aid the 
sufferers. Tarough the night squads of 
men combined weal to work to remove 
the debris, and gainer up the wounded, 
dying and dead that were .scattered every­ 
where. 
The scene beggars all human attempts 
at description. 
To-day the citizens have closed their 
places of business, and are devoting the 
day to caring for the dead and wounded. 
Eighteen were killed outright and lorry 
more or less wounded, some, perhaps, 
tautly. 
Atter the storm some of the ruins caught 
fire, but it was checked before spreading 
to any great extent. 
About IO o’clock a perfect water-spout 
visited the scene, to render it more horri­ 
ble. 
Men and women were found to-day 
decapitated, limbs torn from the body, and 
otherwise mutilated, a quarter of a mile 
from their home*. 
Tee stock was all 
killed ic that vicinity. 
Bolt goods from stores were found eight 
miles from town in tree tops. 
It rained nearly all morning and most 
of the night, but a noble band ot women, 
true to the Biblical tradition, “ Woman 
lost at the cross and first at the tomb,” are 
doing all that human ban Js can do in ad­ 
ministering to the wounded and dying. 
A portion of foe oniy two houses re­ 
maining intact, are lined with dead and 
wonnded. Tne laces of the dead, and

On the 
Wednesday following, I was informed by 
one of the “prominent citizens” aforesaid, 
taal the original bill was to bo amended 
aud passed. I did not, however, suppose 
that this would be done without a meeting 
of the delegation to whom foe bill had been 
referred; 
yet 
on Thursday 
morning 
up in inquiry of one of the Assemblymen, 
I was informed that the amendments wore 
perfected, and the bill would bo reported 
that morning. I was somewhat surprised 
at not having received any previous noti­ 
fication of this, as the Senator is usually 
regarded as a part or the delegation, but 
honestly desiring to do waat was for the 
best interest of the county, I requested 
permission to copy the amendments and 
Wets allo wed to Jo so. I immediately sub­ 
mitted the amended bill to the District 
Attorney, aud other prominent lawyers all 
of whom condemned it. 
When the bill 
reached the Seuale on Friday it was as 
stated, referred to a committee of one- 
Tuts was in accordance with custom in re 
gard to the local bills, which are usually 
referred to the members who control (hem. 
The samu rule had been observed by our 
Assemblymen in having the bill, when in­ 
troduced into the Aseembly, referred to the 
Rock county delegation. 
After foe bill 
was referred to the committee of one, I 
showed to the Assemblymen the District 
Attorney’s 
letter, condemning 
it, and 
asked them what,under the circumstances, 
I bad better do about it. Mr. Burdge 
thought the bill “should pass 
Mr. Law* 
rence, that the District Attorney’s was 
“only the opinion of one mao;” and Mr Lord 
said 
I could do as I thought best. 
I 
availed myself ot hi3 permission and fol­ 
lowed the advice of those I thought best 
able to judge of foe matter and who assur­ 
edly have the true interest of the county 
as much at heart aa our worthy Assembly­ 
men. As these gentlemen seem to be 
somewhat sore over the bills being con­ 
demned a9 “crude and imperfect.” I would 
state 1q conclusion, that those words were 
quoted by me from a letter, now in my 
possession, from a legal gentleman of high 
authority.

There has been a vast ^amount of build 
log and repairs done the pf st week, and 
it seems it was as had a time to do work 
as I ever saw, the wind blowing a perfect 
hurricane most ot the time, and raining so 
much that the unroofed nooses and barn* 
have been completely soaked, grain we’, 
etc. I think another week will nearly 
mend the broken buildings, then tor build­ 
ing the new on* i aud the tenees destroyed. 
Beside the houses, two barns ard two 
corncribs were destroyed entirely, I think 
about 230 to OOO rods of fences are demol­ 
ished on my farm in La Prairie. I shall 
build a house at once. Mr Fearne lost 
$520 in money. He has found about $70 
in a torn condition, and perhaps he may 
find more.
